States were admitted with about that 
population, and there is no apparent 
reason why a larger population should 
be demanded as requisite for the admis- 
sion of a State now than in former 
times. 
A liberal policy should be pur- 


sued toward the West, and the party 
which does it will gain in the long run. 
Of course Utah presents on exception 
to all rules, aud cannot be admitted till 
it cleanses itself from its moral pollu- 
tion.

THE TIMBER SUPPLY. 


A Timber Man'* Opinion* Written 


by One Who Knew*. 


We r«ry often hear it stated that the 


Truokee timber is exhausted, and that 
aew fields mast be sought. 
This is i 


great mistake indeed, says a correspond' 
ent of the Truokee Republican. Wi 
will start at the State line and visit the 
country as we go west. The first stream 
is Bell's creek, with tight sections 01 
land aud one-half section out. The uezt 
is Wallace's creek, where two flumes 
have been used for several years, and 
one has been built and used for twelve 
years. Although a short stream, three 
miles long, still half the timber stands 
Wicko's creek, next in turn, brings us 
to one of the finest wood and water 
privileges in the mountains; "with its 
four large branches it drains and is an 
only outlet for tvrenty sections, and only 
about two have so far been out, and the 
Bronae wo"d yard is always kept full. 
During the past fifteen years 50.00C 
oords of wood have been hauled there. 
On the north aid* of 


WIOKK'S CUBES 


Is a, track of yellow pine that will cul 
75,000,000 feet of the best of lumber, 
while on the head waters are the finest 
tamarack swamps in the Sierras. A 
mile further wast brings us to Cuba, 
where the Gray creek comes in draining 
ten sections more of timber laud, which, 
BO far, has not been touched. A little to 
the south and west four miles is Juniper 
creek, draining fifteen sections, with 
only three cut. Our nest stream is 
Martis creek, of which the east branch 
drains ten sections still in their native 
state. The east middle branch is occu- 
pied by the factory of Andrew Miller. 
Two sections comprise the cot here, and 
four more are in their natural state. 
The west middle branch is occupied by 
Ridhardson & Bros. Four sections have 
been cut and eight more upon the Tahoe 
divide can be reached. The west branch 
of Martis creek is mostly owned by 
George Shaffer, who is now building a 
new mill iu very fine timber, whore 
years of work have been and still can be 
done. 
We now come to the town of 


Truokee, where one of the most enter- 
prising firms of the Sierras have their 
works. The whole upper Truckee to 
Taboo has for years and will continue 
for years to oome, to supply them with 
logs and the railroad company with 
wood. Although mills and axes have 
been at work on Tahoe for 


TEX TEAKS, 


Still much more than half the timber 
remains. Returning to Truckee we go 
up to Donner aud the summit slopes, 
where a great many acres of fine timbar 
still stands. Climbing the hill north of 
Donner we outer a basin of six sections 
on Trout and Aider creeks. These lauda 
can be reached by the flume of Elle 
jEllen, one of the sleekest flumes iu the 
uionutwns. 
The Alder creek timber 


still mostly stands, and will send wood 
aud lumber out for years. 
Our next 


stream is the noted Prosser creek, 
where Messrs. Lonkey & Smith have a 
mill and flume in the luwer border of 
the timber, and here only about one- 
third of the timber has been cut. 
The 


suuie firm has a mill aud flumo on Sage 
Hen creek, which has so far cut but 
about four sections of thetweuty on that 
stream. 
We now come to the Little 


Truckee, one of tho most valuable and 
extensive regions of timber in the Sier- 
ras. Prom Boca to Dog Vulloy, 10 miles 
north, is a fine strip of tweuty sections; 
from Ingruiu station to We'ubor Inke, 
including Sierra Valley divide, where 
timber can and must come 
to tho 


Truckee, are 


ONE HONORED SECTIONS, 


Around Webber and upon Hanness Pass 
divide are forty sections more. Prom 
Webber to Independence lake are also 
twenty sections, and around Independ- 
ence down to Bocn are forty sections 
mure, aud of all this vast area but 
twenty sections are yet cut, pnd many 
of these only in part. 
Our next field is 


from Clinton to Dog Valley, where we 
find on the north side of Truckee a 
strip of timber two or three miles wide 
for fifteen miles, thirty sections more, 
and in DO-.J Valley there must be still 
some twelva sections of good timber yet 
remaining, To take the Truckee basin 
as a whole, there is at the present time 
not less thau 5,000,01)0,000 feet of uaw- 
lumber remaining. This will afford 50,- 
000,000 a year for 100 years. 
These 


facts are arrived at by actual exploration 
and observation. It is really a fact to- 
day that many do not see a good invest- 
ment in this timber, as there is so much 
of it that it seems a long time before it 
all can be brought into market. There 
is not another region in the mountains 
where the facilities are so good, and 
where timber can be brought to the rail' 
road so eisy. In fact, the Truokee 
basin is the lumberman's paradise.

speoiflations for a court house and jail 
(with approximate estimate of oast of 
material for and building same) to be 
built at the town of Hawthorne, Esmer- 
olda county, said plans and specifica- 
tions, with approximate estimated cost 
will be received by thu Board of County 
Commissioners of said county, at the 
office of the County Clerk, at the town 
of Aurora, up to Monday, April 2, 1883.
